Healy’s Allusion to Mrs. O’Shea 
in His Opening Speech at 
Kilkenny. 


Parnell on the Ground Prepared 
to Make a Vigorous Cam- 
paign. 


He Is Willing te Meet Dillen and O’Brien 
aed Attempt te Bring About a Compre- 
mise—What the Envoys Say of the Futere 
—They Sail fer Paris—Circular Issued by 
the Parliamentary Fared Asseciation— 
Cemments ef the Lenden and Deblin 
Press on the Situation—MocoCarthy’s Ad- 
herents Urged to Pusk Their Cause With 
Greater Vigor—Sexten Toe Ill te Take 
the Platferm—Davitt in the Field. 


KILKENNY, Dec. 13.—The committee ap- 


thost 


pointed last night to conduct the campaign of 
Sir John Pope Hennessey, the nominee of the 
McCarthy faction for member of Pdrliament 
hela a meeting to-day. Mr. Timothy Healy 
made an address, in which he attacked Mr. 
Parnell for employing mob violence te pre- 
ventthe arguments of his opponents from 
reaching the ears ofthe people. He charged 
that Mr. Parnell was supplying the 
mob with drink and that he was spend- 
ing the Nationalists’ party money and the 
tenants’ money. He (Healy) ana the late Mr. 
Biggar knew the facts in connection with the 
Eltham intrigue, and they should have 
strangled it when Capt. O'Shea was nominated 
by Mr. Parnellto represent Gaiway in Pariia- 
ment. Unfortunately it was allowed te grow. 
From the Tory point of view Mr. Parnell was 
the savior of the Tories, and Mrs. O'Shea was 
the Tory Joan of Arc. 


Parmeliia Kilkeuny. 


KILKENNY, Deo. 13.—Parnel!l is here ready 
for the campaign and seems more determined 
than ever to have matters hisowam way. Yes- 
terday was an exciting day. His supporters 
shouted long and loud to prociaim their al- 
legiance to him. The Secretaries of 
two lebor organizations called on. Mr. 
Parnell during the day and told him that 
he wastheir leader and not Mr. Davitt, who 
had been spoken of as the fatber of their 
movement. In replying Parnell said that 
Davitt claimed to be the father. 

Parnell looks fatigued and his voice is al- 
gone. Before he left Cork he 

had an interview with the National 
League Committee at which the 
correspondents were present. He said that 
he had for months been considering the ques- 
tions relating to the differept teadaers of Irish- 
men, the position of the National League of 
Cork, the condition of the laborers’ move- 
ment of Cork County, and how 
far he, as the leader, could reconcile 
those interests. The speech made by Mr. 
Parnell was simply a reiteration of what 
Davitt has said. The position of Parnell was 
considered somewhat strange in view of the 
fact that he has in the past opposed the stand 
of Davitt on the question of introducing the 
labor issue in Irish politics. 

When Parnell was about to leave Cork for 
Kilkenny a large crowd collected at the depot 
and shouted themselves boarse. There were 
fifty students from Queen’s College in the 
gathering. At Port Ariington the crowd at 
the station was divided, some shouting for 
Parnell and others for the opposition. An 
immense crowd met him at Kil- 
kenny and some sixty of the 
Irish police were on hand to make a passage- 
way. The Workingmen’s Club received him 
and there was moch cheering as he drove to 
his botel. Davitt and Healy were also in the 
city, and the opinion was generally expressed 
that Parneil received much better treat- 
ment than they. Fecling runs s0 
high ‘between the two factions that 
serious collisions between the Parnell and 
McCarthy adherents are looked for at the 
polls. In an interview Mr. Parnell criticised 
the conduct of the opposition argd expressed 
himeelf as confident of success. He de- 
nounced the opposition asthe Whigs of Irish 
politics. He expressed his willingness to 
meet Dillion and O’Brien in Paris to effect a 
compromise if possible. Mr. Parnell will 
attena a big demonstration in Tipperary 
to-morrow. 

Declared for Parnell, 


DuBLIN, Dec. 18.—Four well-known Irish 
newspapers have declared openly for Mr. 
Parnell. Oneofthem, the Leinster Leader, 
which is published every ‘Saturday at Nass, 
County Kildare, and of which Mr. James L. 
Carew, NM. P., and Mr. James Leaby, M. P., 
are the proprietors, holds that it is the 
duty of every member of the Nationalist 
party to stand firm by the man who welded 
the Irish into the greatest force in politics, 
the man who has never yet misied the people. 
It he is loyally supported now, the Leader says 
he will crown his achievements by the de- 
liverance of the nation. 

The other papers are the Western People, 
published at Ballina, County Mayo; the West 
Meath Examiner, published at Mullingar, 
County West Meath, and the Derry Journal, 
published at Londonderry. They all publish 
articles to the same effect as the one published 
by the Leader. 


Eevoys Bound fer France. 


New York, Dec. 18.—This morning William 
O’Brien, Timothy HarringtonandL. D. Gill 
sailed for Europe, Harrington onthe Etruria 
and O’Brien and Gill on the Obdam of the 
Netherlands Line. O'Brien stated last night 
tbat Gill and himself were bound for France 
to work forthe reunion of the party, while 
Dillion, Sullivan and O’Connor remained be- 
hind to continue the appeal for the evicted 
tenants’ fund inthe event of such reunion. 
They did not eall by the German Lioyds Lize 
for fear of being arrested by English author- 
ities at Southampton. All their colleagues 
except Harrington were agreed upon the 
eourse ofaction. The principal object of the 
journey to France wasto confer with McCar- 
thy as tothe best means ef saving the ap- 
proaching general election.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Mr. Sexton is ill and has 
cancelled his engagements tospeak in Tip- 
perary.

Press Comment. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—The Pall Mali Gazette says 
to-day that the question is not whether Par- 
nell is mad, but whether the patriots are 
maudlin. It urges that there be no more pal- 
tering or faltering. 

The Dublin Express, commenting on the Par- 
liamentary contest at Kilkenny and the activ- 
ity in the canvass shown by the Parnellites, 
asks, ‘*‘Where is McCartny?’’ 

The Daily News (Liberal) protests against 
what it considers the offensive manner in 
which the constabulary pursued and dogged 
Michael Davitt and hie friends in Kilkenny.

Ba!four, offered no such indignity to the Par- 
nellites.’’ 

The Star (Home Rule) this afternoon pub- 
lishes an article deny!ng tbat Ireland has de- 
clared for Parnell.

The Portuguese Clamoring for a 
Chance to Drive Out the 
British Intruders. 


The Ministry Losing Centrel ef Affairs— 
What Salisbury Must Do — Anether 
Chapter in the Stanley-Barttelot Cen- 
treversy—Consul-General New Presides 
at a Banquet—The Betrothal of Fer- 
dimand asd Marie—How It Is Regarded 
im Russia — Credentials Presented — A 
Day’s Events Abread. 


LONDON, Dec, 13.—English attention is di- 
verted to some extent even from the Irish 
quarrels by the threatening news from Lisbon 
and East Africa. Dispatches from Lisbon 
state that the popular excitement there is 
increasing and that the Ministry is rapidly 
losing control of affaire, the Government’s 
only course being to drift with the tide or 
resign. Volunteers are offered by the bun- 
dreds to fight tne British intruders and the 
news that the Portuguese flag had been 
hauled down st Mutacas Kraal caused 
4 frenzy of excitement. Later 
explanations between the two Govern- 
ments have been diplomatically satisfactory, 
but have not allayed the feelings of the Por- 
tuguese people,and unless Lord Salisbury can 
inducethe British South Africa Co. tu with- 
draw their forces, an African war seems cer- 
tain with Portugal and the company as com- 
bDatants, and thecompany has behind it the 
British population inall the Suuth. African 
colonies, now the favorite resortof adven- 
turers, of whom thereare saidto be thou- 
sands roaming about without employment. 
The company has large financial resources, 
and canenlist allthe men it desires. Great 
Britain, on the other hand, has no troops who 
might be used to compel the company’s 
forces to withdraw fromthe disputed terri- 
tory amdtne sending of aspecial expedition 
would be a very expensive affair. 

The Ninteenth Portuguese Infantry Rezgi- 
ment and several other detachments of infan- 
try and artillery will sail from Lisbon fer 
Mozambique to-morrow. 


The Stanley.Barttelot Controversy. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—Walter Barttelot, brother 
of the late Maj. Burttelot, writes tothe Times: 

‘*All that Stanley said about me is untrue. 
It is also untrue that my brother wrote me to 
prevent Troupe divulging anything or that 
Stanley or bis offcers warned menot to pub- 
lish my brother’s diaries.

The latter’s book and all subsequent 
accasations are full of irreconciliable contra- 
dictions and inconsistencies, largely made up 
of scuuriags of camp gossip.’*

Jey has done this tocover his own culpabill- 
ty.”’ He incloses aletter from Lieut. Baert 
testifying to Maj. Barttelot’s indomitable 
energy and courage. Lieut. Baert says that 
he was on the spot but never heard of the ac- 
cusations Stanley has made.

PAYING THE 1 EACHERS, 


How the Semi-Quarterly Pay Rolls ef the 
Sehool Beard are Made Up. 


The semi-quarteriy pay rolls of the School 
Board are being made up to-day, and next 
week the treasurer will send the teachers 
their Christmas money. One would suppose 
that it was not a very difficult task to pay the 
teachers of the schools, since they are regu- 
larly employed at stipulated salaries, but 
there is probably not a factory in the oity in 
which ‘‘paying off’’ is a greater undertaking 


than the semi-quarterly paying of the school 
teachers. The work starts with the principal 
school, who is required to 
the roll for his school, 
the attendance of each 
teacher, her salary per day, the 
whole amount due him. This has to be done 
as well for the substitutes and half-day assis- 
tants in the Kindergarten as for the regular 
teacher in the grades, and it is quite an under- 
taking. These roles are then sent to Supt. 
Long’s office, where Mr. Dyer checks them 
up. ny he | calculation has to be proved and 
every footing verified. Then an abs t must 
be made which, when therolls are all in, will 
show the total amount paid for salaries. The 
oe -rolls are then indorsed apd sent to 
reasurer Player,who also makes an abstrach 
and when his abstract and Mr. Dyer’s agree 
the checks are made out. And tnat 
is another job. There are about 
1.100 teachers to pay, and the secretary and 
treasurer does not piay when he has this work 
before him. Heand his entire force are kept 
busy fortwo or three days, and when the 
checks are all made up and signed they are 
sent to the various principals who distribute 
them. This is the plan by which the thousand 
and more energetic women who teach the 
young idea how to shoot are paid their 
meager compensation for their toll,

A USEFUL LIFE CLOSED, 


Death of R. 8S. Elitott at His Home in 
Kirkwood, 


At his residence in Kirkwood yesterday, 
Col. Richard 8S. Elllott, aged 74, passed quietly 
away, surrounded by friends and relatives 
In 1850, Mr. Elliot¢ was the junior partueri 
the then prosperous real estate firm of Lef« 
fingwell & E/lliott, and Elliot ave- 
nue was laid out by and named 


after him. He was Capt. Jas. B. Eads’ pri- 
vate secretary during the construction of the 
celebrated Eads bridge. Mr. Elliott was a 
contributor to newspapers and magazines, 
and a few years age published a book contain- 
lng bis various contributions. 

As the coadjutor ef the late Capt. Eads he 
also took an active part in the building of the 
jetties and furnished during their 
construction some very interesting 
reports showing the progress of the work. 
Mr. Elliott was a native of Pennsylvania. His 
early life wasspent in that State, and he be- 
came the intimate of the late Simon Cameron, 
and formed the acquaintance of many ef the 
distingnished men of that period. Possesed 
of fine literary ability and a tenacious mem- 
orv, he wrote copious reminiscences of those 
times, which were published in «a 
book some years ayo, from which 
extracts were taken and widely circulated. 
To old politicians the book was of value from 
the graphic description ef the Harrison cam- 
paiga of 1840, togetberfwith anecdotes anda 
selection ofthe songs which so amply con- 
tributed to the ‘‘hard  cider’’ and log 
cabin infatuation of the memorial campaign. 
The book was gotten upin good form, and 
its literary merits were conceeded by the 
eopious extracts made from its pages. 

Coming West be entered with zeal, in urg- 
ing by voiceand pen the various railroad 
and other improvements that have since 
tended to build up and foster the resources of 
the country. He was for atime employed by 
the Kansas Pacific Railway to encourage set- 
tlement along the line of their road 
through Western Kansas and Colorado by the

EIGHT. LARGER STORES DESTROYED AT 


POTTSTOWN, P4., TO-DAY. 


Ne Lives Lest em the Steamer Baten Rouge 
—Hew the Accident Occurred—Fatal 
Wreck on the Atiantic & Pacific Railway 
—An Epidemic of Fire—Casualties. 


PorrsTown, Pa., Dec. 18.—A disastrous fire 
ecourred here at2o’clock this morning, The 
fire was diseovered on the second floor of 
John R. Shaner’s clothing store and occupied 


by Miss Geigers, dressmaker. The alarm was 

uickly «iven, but a high wind prevailed and 
the flames, which originated from an oyer- 
heated stove, spread with wonderful rapidity 
and burned out halfadvgen business firms 
and other bulidings, as follows: Kniyht’s 
millinery store, Behrer, drugs; Root, hatter; 
Evans, book store; soone, eweiry; Custer, 
books and stationery; Shaner, clothing; 
Leopolds, dry goods, and Miss Geiger, mil- 
lipery. 

Clinton Lessig’s dwelling was also badly 
Gamaxzed, amd the residence of Mrs. Law- 
rence,inthe rear of Leopold’s store, was 
complete y burned out. A high wind pre- 
vailied, and st one time the destruction of 
several blucks of buildings was feared. The 
loss will aggregate between §75, and $90,- 
000, partially insured. Some firms saved a 
portion of their stook. 

It is now estimated that the loss will reach 
$150,000. Among the heaviest losses are the 
following: we aM. Root, Vv ‘ 
Beecher, $50,000 
Shaner, $15,000; 'H. Leopold, $20,000; ws H. 
Sinith (on bu liding) $10,000, and assignees of 
D. K. Hatfield (on buildings) $18,000. 

At 8 o'clock thie morning Reading was 
asked for assistance and two fire ergines 
were sent from there and were continued in 
service until the progress of the fire had been 
arrested at 9.0’ clock. 


Sinking of the Baten Reuge. 


eBarou Sara, La., Dec. 18.—The Anchor 
Line steamer City of Baton Rouge met with 
am accident at Hermitage Landing, a sbort 
distance above Port Hudson, La., yesterday 


afternoon, which resulted in the Loat and 
cargo being atotalloss. Six race horses on 
their way to the New Orleans weré drowned. 

The steamer left 8t. Louis Wednesday, Dec. 
8, in charge of Cant. Horace Bixby, for New 
Orleans. OUnly a moderate sized cargo was on 
board, consisting of meat, grain, floor and 
other merchandise. She received, however, 
liberal consignments on her way down the 
river. The boat was compelied torun siowly 
between St. Louls and Cairo, owing to the 
low water. After that the officers determined 
to make up the lost time. 

When running at a very fast rate of speed 
yesterday afternoon the boat struck a snag 
which penetrated through the bull, letting io 
such quantities of water that thie boat im wie- 
diately began to sink. 

Clerk Jobn M. Burgoyne, who arrived here 
this morning on the Oliver Beirne, states that 
everybody aboard the City of Baton Rouge 
was saved with their baggage. the books ana 
papers of the boat, etc. ie says that the two 
deck passengers reported lost were saved. 


The City of Baton Rouge was vaiued at 
about $50,000, the original cost heving been 
$115,000. The builders were the Howards of 
Jeffersonvilie,ind., and the date of launching 
December, 1851. Sne was 295 feet long, 42% 
feet beam and 9% feet hold. Her machinery 
consisted of five voilers 30 feet long ana other 
fixtures common to first-class steamers. She 
was built for the trade between here and New 
Orleans and has heretofore been a very suc- 
cessful boat. 

This seems to be a fatal spot, as the stern- 
wheel Paris C. Brown sank in almostthe same 
place a year ago. 


Iwo Killed and One Fatally Hurt. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 18.—A special from 
Atianta, Ga., says: Two men killed and one 
fatally hurt is the result of an accident on the 
East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia Rallroad 


at Four Mile Post yesterday afternoon. A 
north bound freight with a heavy eugine, four 
lightly loaded curs and a caboose that was 
going at a high rate of speed around a curve 
when the rails spread and the wnoole train 
was thrown from the track. Envineer Morgan 
Tindall, a younwy man whose bome is in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and a negro named Dock Gray, a 

brakeman who was on the engine, anaanodl 
amd were crushed beneath the tender. Both 
were horribly mangied and were dead when 
reached. Fireman W. T. Ferris, a white man, 
was fatally injured. His homeis in Atlanta.

$6,000 damazes to the stock and $1,500 to the 
building. At the same bour the dwelling 
house of John Huntly, on the southwest cor- 
ner of Boulevard andOne Hundred and Forty- 
ninth street, took fire. The building was 
dumaged $3,000 and the furniture $2,000. 


Treinmen and Fiwe Passergers Killed.

RUSK AND SHERMAN ON TRUSTS. 
, In voting for the new tariff Senator 
SHERMAN told the manufacturers sol- 
emnly that he would not do so any more, 
and would even favor the withdrawal of 
its protection from them if they took ad- 
vantage of it toform trustsand force up 
prices by destroying competition. He 
warned them that the country would not 
stand that, and that he would not stand it 

They did not believe him because he 
had often talked that way on the stump, 
but had always: yoted for trust-breeding 
bars to competition, and on the pending 
measure had voted against all proposed 
amendments intended to deprive trusts 
and monopoly combinations of the full 
benefits of protection. The Senator,there- 
fore, need not be surprised to find that in 
spite of his warning his friend, 
Col. CoNGER, the Ohio member of 
the Republican National Committee, 
is now the foremost figure in the new 
Reaper and Mower Trust formed at Chi- 
cago with a capital of $35,000,000, which 
the Cleveland Leader, the New York 
Tribune, Secretary Rusk and other sup- 
porters of the new tariff are denouncing 
so severely. Secretary Rusk says that 
this combination is now selling machinery 
in Russia, Australia and other wheat- 
growing countries at lower prices than it 
charges for the same articles in this coun- 
try, and that this favoring of our great- 
est competitors inthe grain market will 
not do, because it willruin the Republi- 
can party. 

Senator SHERMAN saw this as plainly as 
Secretary Rusk, and still voted for the 
bill which made the mischief possible. 
Rvusk also supported it, and neither one 
of them has avy right to protest against 
such inevitable abuse of the power that 
tariff places in the hands of plutocratic 
combinations. This forseen abuse was 
what polled such a majority against them 
and their party in the election. If they 
are sincere and don’t want it to keep on 
ruining their party, why don’t they call 
for the repeal of their trust tariff?

WHILE some of the largest woolen mill 
in the country are failing under the new 
tariff and turning multitudes of workers 
adrift without employment, others, like 
the Radcliff mills at Birmingham, Conn., 
have cut wages 15 per cent and produced 
strikes. These mills findthat the increase 
of their protection to 45 or50 per cent from 
35 does not compensate for the increased 
eost of the raw materials under the heavy 
additional taxes on the same. Itis true 
the wool tax has failed to raise the price 
of wool in this country, and the wool- 
growers are as much disappointed as the 
mill-bosses. But by excluding foreign 
mixing wools from our market it has not 
only made our own clip less available at 
home, but has given foreign manufac- 
turers a larger and cheaper supply of wool 
to draw upon—an advantage which ena- 
bles them to still undersell with our ham-

We ahall never have peace in 
the business world or the secure basis of con- 
fidence until we finally abandon the attempt 
to regulate business by legislation, cease to 
subsidize a class and learn to levy only such 
taxes as are vecessary forthe suppertof tbe 
Government economically administered, leav- 
ing industry and trade free to flow in natural 
channels and to make the most of opportunl- 
ties in legitimate fashion.

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FORTHE BAD LANDS 


Three Hundred Warriors Take 
the Trail in Pursuit of 
Short Bull. 


Buffalo Bill’s Missionaries Doing 
Good Service in Disarm- 
ing the Hostiles. 


An Unconfirmed Report of the Capture ef 
Kicking Bear—Two Strikes’ Victory— 
Another Engagement Expected To.Day 
—Bishop Hare's Letter on the Solution 
ef the Indians Problem—Great Deatitu- 
tion at Sisseton and Napeton—Confllct- 
ing Reports Frem Peints on the Froen- 
tier—The Situation Teo-Day, 


PInw’ RIDGE AGENCY, $,D., Deo. 138.—Re- 
ports of the ight between the Indians in the 
Bad Lands are contirmed. Two Strikes and 
his party were victorious and left the Bad 
Lands for Pine Ridge Agency, camping on 
White Earth River. The Chief sent into Gen, 
Brooke asking for help to capture Short Bul; 
and his warriors. The General called in 
American Horse, Big Road and other chiefs 
and set them at work recruiting fighters. 
Fully 300 warriors are now on the way to 
bring in all who remain inthe Bad Lands. 
Many fear itwillend simply in the Qight of 
Short Bull, who will return to bis stronghold 
as 8000 as this band returns. 


Bishep Hare on the Indian Problem. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 123.—The following from 
Bishop Hare has beemreceived by the Nio- 
brara League: 

Nine Sioux Indians nobly working in the 


sacred ministry. About forty Sioux Indians 
belping them as licensed catechists, forty 
branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary among 
the Sioux Indian women, 1,700 Sioux Indiaa 
communicants. Sioux Indians contributing 
$3,000 annually for religious purposes. But 
whatimpression haveali those solemn but 
cheering facts made upon the public mind as 
compared with the wild antics ofthe heathen 
Sioux Indjans whicb bave ex- 
cited the attention and stirred the 
feelin of the couptry and daily 
occupied column after column oi the news- 
papers fortwo weeks past? Alas, a8 we have 
written elsewhere, wickedness presents more 
vivid contrasts than virture does, its h®tory 
is more picturesque and has more of the elw- 
mentofthe unexpected. The final oytcoome 
isyettoappear. But two or three possibie 
issues Ought to be guarded against. First, 
the ring leaders of the disturbance, which has 
alurmed the whole Northwest, covered the 
better Indians with shame, brought sooro 
upon the ploneere in civilization, -robbed 
many ofthem of their hard-earned posses- 
sions and exposed them to personal peril, 
shoulda not be left at liberty hereafter 
to repeat the baneful operation. Had several 
Indians whom we oould name been consigned 
to Fort Marion or Fortress Monroe shortly 
after the Custer affair we should not have the 
present complications to untangle, Not to 
speak of alarms and losses suffered by the 
whites, itis not satisfactory after years of 
patient laborto read as is credibly reported 
from Pine Ridge reservation: 

**‘Much destruttion of property and cattle 
has been going on fordays. Ali the houses ot 
quiet Indians on the two branches of the Med- 
icine Root, Porcupine Tail and Weunded Knee 
Creeks have been broken into, entered and 
robbed of all coutents; the school houses the 
saine. Everything elise which was of no use 
to the maurading Indlans was destroyed and 
scattered in every direction, The catechists’ 
houses met with the same fate as the rest.’’ 

In dealing with these evil doers let there be 

mere revenge, much iess indiscriminate 
revenge. This has been indulged in the past, 
and\it will be noticed that Mr. Ashley in his 
narratives, says the friendly Indians bave fear 
of its repetition. He writes: They fear, how- 
ever, that in the event of any trouble thoir 
ponies will be taken from them, whether in- 
nocent or gulity, as was done once before, 
and they ought to De assured of protection. 

Years ago indiscriminate punishment might 
be apologized for on the ground that Iadians 
were not individually weil enough knows, to 
make discrimination possible. No such pre- 
text can have place now. The names of ail 
Irdians are down on agency lists. Discrim- 
ination is therefore quite practicable. 

Let good sense and Christian charity arrest 
the tendency which this outbreak of wild pas- 
sion will na.uraily have to dampen interest in 
Indian missionary and educationai work, and 
to produce tne feeling that such work has 
beenin vain. It is surely a fact of vast im- 
portance. As is said elsewhere: ‘‘Settlers 
have fled, netso much because of real dan- 
gers as because of their fears, and while they 
have been fleeing some white women in the 
Camps have been pursuing their work without 
molestation and without alarm.’’ have vis- 
ited severai Indian agencies, and have late 
mnewsfrom the Sioux Indian country, butI 
have yetto learm of a single case of insuit, 
much less of violence, offered to any teacher 
or missionary in any of the fifty odd stations 
scattered all overthe disturbed districts in 
South Dakota. 

And so far as we have information the 
Indian clergy and helpers have stood the re- 
vival all about them of wild life without 
filnching. Their terrible trials and faithful- 
ness in them is surely a graphic argument 
that we should do morethan ever to sustain 
them. The testimony which comes from tie 
Pine Ridge reserve shows thatthbere is some- 
thing in the work of the chuich which the 
wiid Indian even when bent on plunder re- 
spects. 

A curious suggestive feature of this univer- 
sal plundering and destruction, writes the 
Rev. ©. 8. Cook, is the evident intention of 
sparing ofthe chapele and the adjacent mis- 
sion houses. Not one of them has been 
teuched. 


An Indiana Missienary’s Experieace. 


PIERRE, 8. D., Dec. 18.—Edwin Phelps, a 
full-pioodéd Indian who has been a Congre- 
gational missionary among the Indians for 
years, arrived from the Cheyenne Agency 
tired out with bis efforts to step the ghost 
dance. He said: 


‘*The Indians drive stakes in the ground, 
cover them with their tents, tuen plaster with 
mud and bulildafire. Stones are heated red- 
hot, wher, bY we water on them, they 
take vapor baths. hile perspiring most 
they rueh out with only a breech.clout on and 
join in the dance, and so excited do they be- 
come that the squaws and children who take 
part jamp into the freezing water of the 
river. All the Indians whom bave 
taught these many years have deserted me. 
They have threatened me if I did not join the 
dance, butltold them Iwas ready to die for 
my religion and would not, Over a year ago 
three of them were sent off to find the Messiah. 
They are sure be will come and intend to 
dance until he does. About 2,000 are taking 
partim the dance. I den’tknow what these 
poor, benighted Indians wil) do. I think some 
troops ought to be stationed to protect the 
some ten families inthis sections. We know 
not when they may atrike. Yes, weall knew 
Capt. Ewera when he came into camp.’’ 


Baffale Bill’s Showmen, 


CuicaGeo, Ill., Dec. 18.—A dispatch from 
Chamberlain, 8. D., says: A larce number of 
Indians, who haye been abroad for the last 
few years with Buffalo Bill’s Wild West show, 
are doing some good work among the unruly 
Indians belonging at Rosebud and Pine Ridge 
Ageneoies, and to their efforts as much as to 
any one thing, can a prevention of an imme 
Giate outbreak among the red wen be at- 
tributed. These Indians emphatically re- 
fused to listen to any pre tion from* the 
hostiles looking to thelr joining them, but 
have continued to actas pedcemakere af all 
times since their return, and they are untir- 
ing in their efforts to brin bouta penes fal 
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and 40or 600 Indians under Kicking Bear, a 
number being killead on th sides and the 
Indians being put to rout and a larve number 
f them captured, including Kicking Bear. 
ot much cfedenesé is putin the story. Col. 
Stanford reports that 150 lodges of about 750 
Indiaas have lieft their camp at Hadden 
Creek, on their way to Pine ry to sur- 
render themselves. The rest, fiity lodges and 
250 Indians, are working their way north 
toward the Cheyenne Agency with a large 
quantity of stolen stock. Gen. Oarr’s com- 
mand will undoubtedly start after them to- 
morrow. 
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An Engagoment Expecied. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 13.—A courier from 
French Creek, 8. D., wires that the latest in- 
formation from Capt. Wellsis that a_large 
party of Indiaus attacked eighteen men four 


miles below the creek yesterday. Several 
were wounded and it Is thought that four In- 
dians are killed. An efigagemenut is expected 
in the morning near Battie Creek. 


The French Creek Battie. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 13.—A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Pierre, Dak., confirms the report 
thata fight hastaken place between settlers 
and Indians on French Creek, yesterday. The 


fight ococéurred at Hermosa, adout 200 miles 
southeast of Pierre. Three Indians were 
Killed, but no whites. Further particulars 
are as yet unobtalnabiec. 


Great Destitution. 


WATERTOWN, 8&8. D., Dec, 18.—Reports have 
been coming to this oity for several days past 
of great destitution among the Indians on the 
Sisseton and Wahpeton Reservations. It is 


learned that uniess assistance is speedily 
rendered the Indians wili starve.

The Misaisaipp) Valley Trust Co. Takés the 
feuthenst Corner ef Olive and Seventh— 
Directors of the Union Are Trying to 
Get the Southwest Corner, and the 8s. 
Louis the Northwest Corner. | 


Olive street bids fate to become the location 
for three of the greas local trust companies. 

Tho direciors of the Mississipp! Vailey Trust 
Co. beld a meeting’ tbis morning to decide 
uponacorner. Oneof the parties who met 
with them was Mr. Williamson Bacon. He 
southeast corner of Olive and 
Seventh, which the Mississippi Valley people 
have been negotiating to get possession of 
foraome time past. The property, with aa 
old three-story bullding upon it, bas a front- 
age of 22% foet by adepth of 58 feet 3 inches. 
At the meoting it was decided to lease the 


premises from Mr. Bacon for a term of ninety- | 


nine years, at an annual rental of $4,600, with 
anoption to purchase thé property at any 
time within the next ten years for $100, 090. 

At present the Mississippi Valley is located 
on the west side of Fourth street in the bulld- 
Ing next north of the Continental National 
Bank at the northwest corner of Olive.

Treuble Mileage Tickets Are Causing in the 
Western Passenger Association — The 
fanmadian Pacific’s Proposed Koute From 
Beflale te the Korthwest—Congressman 
Masen May Become a Geuld Attorney— 
News of the Ra!t!. 


The certainty of a large attendance of 
Western railroad presidents at the meeting to 
be held next Monday at the house of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan seems to be assured, says the 
New York 7ribune. Col. John J. McCook re- 
turned yesterday from Boston, where he 
pecured, it is understood, the promise that 
President Perkins of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy road, would be at the conference. 
President Manvel! wiil be in this city to-day, 
ana will remain over to take part in 
the deliberations. Acceptance of Mr. 
Morgan's invitation has becn made 
by Presidents Gould of the Missouri racific, 
Huntington of the Southern Pacific, Cable of 
the Rock Isiand, Miller of the St. Paul and 
Dillom of the Union Pacific. President Hewitt 
ofthe Chicago & Northwestern is expected to 
attend, as he expressed himeelf in favor of 
the movement when he leftthis city for the 
West a week or so ago. Other favorable re- 
pponses are expected, but nothing official 
could be obtained from Mr. Morgun, who left 
the city for Boston yesterday in order to 
attend bis son’s marriage. 

Mr. Morgan is not acting In the matter asa 
representative of any banking organization. 
He simply has placed the hospitalities of bis 
bome at the service of the railway men who 
want to discuss the imperative need of secur- 
ing a better maintenance of rates. The meet- 
ing is preliminary in nature, and if sufficient 
coucord can be reached a larger meeting may 
be called. Itisnotkraown that the situation 
West calls for radical treatment, and the 
Memorandum that Jay Gould started in 
circulation has received n sufficient 
number of sianatures to warrant 
the belief that the Western prest- 
Gents ugree subgtantially upon the broad 
lines of any new contract between them.

Mileage tickets are just now causing the 
‘Westerm passenger officials a great deal of 
concern, says the Chicago Pos. A large num- 
ber of thom have falien into hands of the 


brokers, and they are being used extensively 
to Gdemoralize the market, It is found that 
they ure more difficult to deal with than 
fRimostany other source of trouble. Chalir- 
miun Finley has succeeded in a great devree in 
clearing the market of every other disturbing 
element, but yet these mileagetickets threaten 
to prove too great an Obstacie for even him go 
grapple With successfully. And yet they can- 
not be dispensed with without working an 
evii greuter than that which it is sought to re- 
wove. 

it 8 a well-recognized business principle 
liatcommercial houses which pav annually 
thousands of dollarsto the ruiiroads in pas- 
tengerrates for their ayents and traveiers 
preentiiled to some consideration in the way 
ol rites over parties who may be making but 
aésingletrip in the year. Yet the interstate 
commerce act prohibits such consideration 
being extended them in the way of ordinary 
rates, and the only manner in which the dif- 
Teuity can be overcome is by the sale of 
ties@e mileage’ tickets, which the man 
who travels thousands of miles each 
yearcan handle as conveulentiy as be can an 
«rdipary singie-tripticket. ‘hese tickets are 
soldonthe understanding that they are not 
tiupeferable, bDutlet the roade take what pre- 
caution they may, experience has tauuhbt 
them that mileawe tickets will frequently fail 
into the hands of others thanthe parties to 
vhom they were originally issued, and the 
brokers get boid of them when all other 
fcurces of suppiv fall them, and through them 
are enabled tv keep the market in a more or 
less Gewmoraiized condition all the time. 

One class of them is particularly annoying. 
Thisis whatis known as editorial mileage 
tickete. They are not, as their name might 
indicate, issued to newspaper editors, Atew 
otthem may occasionally be used in that 
way, Lut the great bulk of them are supplied 
to the apents of so-colied advertising schemes 
which the reads are inauced to use in consid- 
eration of wetting any benefit that inay accrue 
from a certain amount of transportation 
given their promoters. Many of these 
edyertising dodges are WMitie better than 
fukir enterprises, but still the roads 
submit to be lived upon by them and their 
generosity is rewarded by many of the 
parties to whom this consideration is shown 
tuking this mileage and deliberately selling it 
t. the brokers at whatever they can get for it. 
fo great has the nuisance trom this cause be- 
come that some of the roads bave abolished 
the use of mileage tickets for advertising al- 
together and confine themselves strictly to 
the issue of singie-trip passes as those en- 
titted tothem mayreguire them. The abuse 
of tnese tickets is receiving wore attention 
than usual just at present, and every road in 
the clty has within the lust day or two issued 

he strictest orders to conductors and ticket 
collecters to take up every oue of them found 
inthe hands of any other than the parties to 
whom they were origivally issued.

proper, therefore, for a physician to attempt 

to describe results of the use of thelymph 
from day to day. It would be impossible to 
do so. The doctors are beginning, however, 
to get some results from thelr experiments. 

A CASE OF LUPUS. 

At the German Hospital the most interesting 
case is that of Wilbeimina Klieinert, a charity 
patient, who has beenfor yearsa sufferer 
from lupus on one side of the face. A Visiting 
pbysician wno saw tlhe woman inooulated, in 
describing the case to the reporter said that it 
was asingular case in 8ome respects. A rapid 
rise in temperature isthe result usualiy ob- 
served fouror five hours after the !Inocula- 
tion, Inthis patient’s case the température 
wentdown about? degs. This was noi re- 
markabie, though rare, but it was noticed 
thatthe temperature did not rise above the 
normal even after this negative reaction. The 
temperature had beco:ne normal yesterday. 
Most important, however, wss the result 
observeidi’ on the womapn’s disease. The 
lupus affection gradually swelled out aud be- 
caine first pink and then asred as though it 
had been painted. This was the condition of 
the patient yesterday, and itis expected that 
soon the sloughing process In the exterior 
of the swelling and the formation of granules 
on the ekin beneath, which Is the first indica- 
tion of healing, will follow. So far asthe 
experiment bas gone the case has behaved 
like the cases of lupus that have bcen re- 
ported from the German hospitals. The 
swelling already shows signs of collapse. 

The case of Augusta Meller, a child in a 
German hospital having the tuberculosis in 
the bones, and of Ida Scharmann, suffering 


from tuberculosis of the lung as well as heart 
laud and bardos, both with diseases of the 
lungs were said by the house pbysician, fF. k. 
Sondern, yesterday, to have shown a febrile 
reaction after tbe hyperderwic injection, 

THE RISE iN TEMPXKATURE. 

In the case of the consumptives in the Ger- 
men bospital the temperature rose as high as 
105. This is the bighest temperature reported 
in a hospital case after inoculation by the 
lymph. The reaction had subsided suffi- 
ciently late yesterday afternoon for reinucu- 
lation by Dr. Jacobi. Afterwards five patients 
were reinooulated and one new case was 
treated—one of phthisis. IiInali the cuses at 
the hospital the doses were increascd and 
in some instances doubled. 

Supt. Ludwig said yesterday that he was 
overrun with applications by consumptives. 
Many were from New York and vicinity asd 
letters were pouring in from Western States. 
A man suffering from tubercutar larynei- 
tis entered the bospita! last evening 
and asked to betreated. He will be treated 
to-day. Two epecial rooms have been re- 
served im the hospital for the Koch treatment, 
but enough applications have been reccived 
to fill the hospital. Atthe St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital yesterday there were nonew inocula- 
tions. Patients formerly treated wore rein- 
oculated and reaction took place to a marked 
degree. The same wight besaid of alithe 
patients In Moust Sinai, whore the largest 
number of patients underthe new treatment 
is congregated. There are eighteen cases in 
the hospital. Nine of the patients are suffer- 
ing from pulmonary disease, five from tuber- 
culosis of bones, two from tubercular glands 
aud two from lupus. There is besides the 
case of a man who was believed to bave 
rheumatism, but not tuberculosis, but who 
showed a decided reaction, indicative of 
tuberculosis. One of the treated patients 
with a pulmonary disease, a little girl, woke 
up and began to sing yesterday morning, the 
nurse said. This was more surprising be- 
cause the child had showed the most violent 
reaction of any patient the day previous. Her 
temperature rose to 102.6 des. Dr. Jacobi 
inoculated with the lymph in double the 
amount ef the frst iroculation.

RELIGIOUS, 


Meeting of Methodist Ministers and Fre- 
siding Elders. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind,., Dec. 13.—The subject 
under discussion at the national mecoting ‘yes- 
terday of Metbodist ministers and presiding 
elders constituting the general committee 
was church extension. The Rev. J. A. 
Spencer, Assistant Secretary of the Churoh 
Extension Society, said he desired four ques 
tions discussed. First, how to secure a re- 


vival in every charge; second, what church 
oxtension has done for Indiana, and what it 
nas faiied to dv; third, why have the collec. 
tiens failed to reach the apportionments; 
fourth, what is to be done in the coming great 
revival of Methodism. 

Indiana, heeaid, has given during the past 
twenty-five vears $6) ,000 to the church exten- 
sion tund and received aboutthalf of it back. 
The society has adeficit of $112,000 from failure 
of churches to pay their apportionments, and 
the four States of Pennsylvania, Obio, Indiana 
and lilinois are responsibie for two-thirds of 
this deficit. Thishe could not understand. 
Seventy-fve per cent of the ministers, he 
claimed, pald no attention whatever to the 
church extension collection. It was atated in 
the meeting that 5,000new Methodist Churches 
had been erectedin this country during the 
past alx years.

John A. Hiesland died this morning at 1 
o’clock at the Stevens House,of paresis, after 
along illness.

The annual election of directors of the St.

THE NEW PRESIDENT.

He said he guessed I would not 
ashe was geing away and then he put the 
muzzie of bis revolver acainst my head and 
toid me to give him all the money I had eft.

CLARK AVENUE CLOSING 
PROPSRTY OWNERS SUGGFST PLANS FOR 
BRIDGING THE. THOROUGHFARE. 


The Latest Suggestien Made—Reconstruc- 
tien of Sixth Street—Unimpertant Meet- 
ing of the Assembly—Forest Park Priv- 
lleges—City Hall Matters, 


The project of building a bridge or viaduct 
over Clark avenue in the rear of the new 
Union Depot has not been abandoned, and 
those interested in doing as much as possible 
stillhave hope of devising a practical plan. 
One of these was submitted to the bridge en- 
gineer, Mr. Carl Gayler, by a member of the 
Council, and Mr. Gayler immediately went to 
work on it. To understand the idea of this 
plan one must first have an idea of the lay of 
the land. 

The portion of Clark avenue to be cut off 
by the bridge@xtends from Eighteenth 
etreet to Twentieth street. On the south side 
of Clark avenue, at the. intersection of 
Eighteenth street,the Eighteenth street bridge 
begins. To the west Clark avenue makes an 
offset at Twentieth street sa@ that the center 
line of Clark avenue westof Twentieth is 163 
feet south of the center line of Olark avenue 
east of Twentieth street. 

Having these conditions the plan devised 
was to build east from Twentieth and Clark 
avenue to the Eighteenth street bridge. This 
would make a sort of L shaped bridge bDranch- 
ing from the Eighteenth street one. Mr. 
Gayler made outa plat of the territory with 
the grades and elevations, and says thatit 
can’t be done. 

To begin at Twentieth street and get twen- 
ty-three feet elevation to the bridge with a 
decent grade would require a distance of 500 
feet forthe approach. This 500 feet would be 
directly in the territory ofthe tracksfor the 
new depot, so that the bridge cannot be com- 
menced at Twentieth street. 

It is perfectly practicable, however, to go 
west 3800 or 500 feet andthen start the ap- 
proach. But, as Mr. Gayler says, the indefin- 
ite element of damages would again arise and 
make the structure avery costly affair. It 
seems, however, to be the only solution of 
the problem worth considering. As to the 
cost, there is but one wayof relieving the 
city of that, and that isto demand from the 
railroads ap equitable compensation for the 


streets and alleys vacated for their benefit. In 
this way a large partof the morey could be 
obtained and the rest would be comparatively 


easy. 


Reconstructien of Sixth Street. 


The property ownors in the vicinity of 
Sixth street, between Carr and O’Fallon 
streets, sent representatives to call upon Maj. 
Murphy to talk to him aboutthe reconstruc- 


tion of that street. The proposed recon- 
struction is with granite, but the proper 
owners are desirous of having gum woo 
bioeks substituted for granite, as the wood is 
very much cheaper and will be just as ser- 
viceable at that point as granite. The yrop- 
erty owners aiso feel unable to pay for gran- 
\jte atthe present time. It is very prebabie 
that the desired change will be made. 


Assembly Meeting. 


Both branches of the Municipal Assembly 
held regular meetings last night. The busi- 
ness seemed rather dul! atter the excitement 
of the pumping engines fight and everything 


savored of routine. 

Secretary Metcalfe of the Council has been 
compelled to stand a goed dealo? guying for 
a break he made at the meeting of the Coun- 
cll. There were at the last mesting some 
forty public improvement bills sent over, ail 
of which are very dary reading. They 
came late and were not read 
on Tuesday. Last night it appeared 
upon the reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting that these bilis had been given 
first reading. Mr. Nelson objected, and upon 
inquiry it was found that the bilis had not 
been read. Secretary Metcalfe then weakened 
and Instead of Dinffing the thing through, ad- 
mitted thathe had notread them. So the 
forty-two bills were hauled out andthe sec- 
retary compelied to ge over the whole lot of 
them. 

ln the House of Delegates seventy-five im- 
provement bills were passed, some drinking 
fountains authorized anda few winor mat- 


ters disposed of. 


Theo Forest Park Privileges. 
The grab for the Forest Park privileges has 
narrowed ddun toa scramble between three 
bidders, Harry Harrie, Chas. Sehweickart and 
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if either shoulda get it the other would not be 
a loser by the transaction, and in course of 
time the liquor prohibition would be madea 
dead letter through a club scheme of some 
sort. On the other band, with the liquor 
privileges barred, the bidders could getthe 
otner privileges ata much lower figure, and 
in the end get the advantage of the city. 

Judging from the style of establishments 
conducted by some of the bidders it is ques- 
tlonable if the establishments they would set 
up in the park would be exactly suited for a 
resort to be frequented mostly by women and 
children. The matter is now in the hands of 
one of the best committees in the Council and 
is being very carefully considered but as the 
contract will probably be for ten years too 
much caution cannot be observed.
